REMARKS 

Claims 1-95 were pending. Claims 10, 11, 13, 51, 52, 54, 65, 74, 75, 77 and 95 have 
been cancelled without prejudice. Claims 1, 12, 14, 42, 53, 55, 62, 63, 66, 71, 76, 78 and 80 
have been amended without prejudice. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication by the Examiner that claims 22-41 have 
been allowed. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication by the Examiner that claims 13, 14, 54, 
55, 77, 78 and 95 include patentable subject matter. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the elements as set forth in claims 10, 1 1 
and 13 and some elements as set forth in claim 12. It is believed that claim 1 and its dependent 
claims (i.e., claims 2-9, 12 and 14-21) are in condition for allowance. 

Independent claim 42 has been amended to include the elements as set forth in claims 51, 52 
and 54 and some elements as set forth in claim 53. It is believed that claim 42 and its dependent 
claims (i.e., claims 43-50, 53 and 55-62) are in condition for allowance. 

Independent claim 63 has been amended to include the elements as set forth in claims 65, 
74, 75 and 77 and some elements as set forth in claim 76. It is believed that claim 63 and its 
dependent claims (i.e., claims 64, 66-73, 76, 78 and 79) are in condition for allowance. 

Independent claim 80 has been amended to include the elements as set forth in claim 95. It 
is believed that claim 80 and its dependent claims (i.e., claims 81-94) are in condition for allowance. 

Applicants have added new dependent claims 96-130 which depend from independent 
claims that are believed to be in condition for allowance. Support for the new dependent claims can 
be found, for example, in the specification at, for example, page 9, lines 25-26; page 11, lines 10- 
12; page 48, lines 7-8; page 53, lines 5-7, 

For at least the above reasons, it is believed that claims 1-9, 12, 14-50, 53, 55-64, 66-73, 76, 
78-94 and 96-130 are in condition for allowance.
